Dear Mr. McCone: 


On the 21st of June, 1962, Mr. Pierre Salinger, the Press Secretary to the 

President directed the Office of Emergency Planning vtcr- plan-, organlze-and 

administer a White House Emergency Information Program under his policy 
guidance. The directive also assigned certain essential coordinating 
functions to the Naval Aide to the President and recognized the existing 
responsibilities of the Federal Communications Commission for the develop- 
ment of technical means for improvement and expansion of the emergency 
broadcast system. 


As a first step to implement the preliminary plans which now have been 
approved by the Press Secretary, Mr. Salinger has asked us to establish an 
Interagency Committee composed of public information policy-making officials 
of the following agencies: 



Department of State 
Department of Defense 
Central Intelligence Agency 
United States Information Agency 
Office of Emergency Planning 

Th® plan contemplates that the Committee will, prior to an emergency, serve 
as a planning group to assist in the development of the plans necessary to 
establish the required operational capability. During an emergency this 
Committee will serve as a senior editorial board „at_the- Classif i ed T,n^fl*--ion 
for Central Federal operations. 

It will be appreciated if you will, at your earliest convenience, notify 
me of the name of your representative whom you wish to serve on the 
Committee. Mr. Salinger has requested that the Committee be formed 
immediately and be prepared to meet by no later than October 26, 1962. 

For further information regarding this request, Mr. Robert Y. Phillips, 
Director, Government Readiness Office, Office of Emergency Planning, code 113, 
extension 2396, will be prepared to discuss this matter with you or your 
staff.
